Staffs of Artists Continually Devising 


Color Schemes to Be Worked Out In 
Fire—The. Construction of the Set 
pieces—Work of the Chemists. 


The llrst step in manufacturing lire- 


works Is Ilic making of the cases, or 
Shells, ns the cylinders or other recep- 
tacles In which the explosives nml the 
chemicals are plriccd are called. Frac- 
tlcnlly all of these nre imide of Innu- 
merable sheets of tissue paper jiustcd 
ana rolled together until tlie thickness 
required Is attained. 
-Most of these 


cases arc made by machinery mul arc 
delivered as wanted to the places 
where they nre to he filled or charged 
•with the materials that linvc Lecn pre- 
pared. 
All the charging Is done by 


machinery except In the big shells that 
throw forth sets of stars of varying 
colors. 
Ill These each "star" has to bo 


placed In n certain position so as to 
explode In Just the right way at the 
proper Instant. 


Out of doors in pleasant weather the 


long lines of fuse—"quick match" they 
.ire called—arc made. These are wouacl 
on reels six or seven feet across. Their 
basis is loose cotton cord covered with 
various highly Inflammable chemicals. 
"Quick match," roman caudles and n 
number of other pyrotechnic products 
cannot be dried by artificial heat They 
must lie In the open air until the mois- 
ture used In mixing the chemicals 
evaporates. 


All the year around tho artists on 


the staff of the pyrotechnic manufac- 
turers arc taxing their brains design- 
ing color schemes to ho worked put In 
Ore. 
Outside of the big set pieces, 


which are much In vogue, a great deal 
of 
attention 
Is given 
to rockers, 


bombs and rocket bombs,. of which 
.there are innumerable kinds. 
When 


the artist has evolved Borne striking 
'color effect he turns oyer his painting 
to the chemists, whose task it Is to 
combine various combustible ingredi- 
ents so as to reproduce .what the 
painter has put on bis canvas. .The 
race between the art department and 
tlie staff chemists is unending. It. Is 
the boast of the chemists that they 
can duplicate in their burning colors • 
any combination of paints that can be 
'presented to •them.. 


These colors are imparted by the 


heated vapors of certain mofals. 
So- 


dium,' for ' Instance, gives a 'yellow 


.light, calcium red, strontium, crimson 


and barium green. 
The number of 


. chemicals, common and rare, employed 


In the manufacture of fireworks is 
prodigious. Take blue-stars, for in- 
stance. These, ~>;e commonly produced - 
by a combination of chlorate of potash 
calomel, sidpmirct of copper, oxychlo- 
rldo of .copper, dextrin, stearin, black 
oxide'of copper, copper filings and sal 
•ammoniac.

Sections 
of light boards, say, 20 by 25 feet are 
built and laid flat on the ground,- and 
rectangles a foot square are marked 
thereon.

minutes. So swiftly docs the fire run 
from "gerbe" to "gcrbe" through this 


' "quick match" that the biggest "pic- 
.ture" that, is usually shown will be 
aflame In every part In three seconds. 


There is said to be little or no dan- 


per about firing these set pieces or 
fevcn in setting off the bombs that ex- 
plode with such fearsome noise. The 
ends of the "quick match.'1 where the 
"port fire" Is applied by tlie men wbo 
do tho Igniting, arc carefully timed sn 
that they have plenty of chance to got 
out of the wny.-Ncw York Press.

than was pleasant. 


I was out stalking chamois, and, tin\ 


Ing some unoccupied hours In the mid 
flic of tlie day, when stalking Is prac 
tlcally useless, as the Insists are rest 
Ing, 
1 thought I would ascend one o 


those pinnacles upon which at tint 
time few hiimnn Itolngs, I suppose, ha 
ever set foot. 


The very last bit was a smooth fac« 


rock not more than twelve feet high 
but absolutely imcllinbnble If unaidec 
by rope or another man upon wlips 
shoulders one could get and so obtaii 
n hum) grip of the toil and thus drav 
oneself up. As I was alone I bad re- 
course to n short length of rope I hnc 
in my rucksack. Making a slip uoose 
I threw It upward till it gripped som 
projection; Then I drew myself up.

Twenty men on the bench are 
watching tlnscly anil Intently every 
move of the pitcher, every swing of 
his arm. Tho lido of battle rises, ebbs, 
and then suddenly at the start of 
sonic Inning something happens. What 
It is no one outside the psychic sphere 
of Influence over will understand, but 
the silent, ticht lipped, watchful, alert 
fellows on the bench sec something 
or feel something, und the mysterious 
"break" has come. 


"One ball!" 
The players on the 


bench suddenly stiffen und prepare for 
action. 


"Two balls!" Two players jump for 


bats and begin swinging them; the 
coacbers, who have yelled only be- 
cause It was their duty, suddenly be- 
gin raging, screaming and pawing the 
dirt, and the manager, who'has ap 
poared half asleep, makes n _ trumpet 
of his hands and leads his men, bawl- 
'ing loud orders and wild taunts. 


The spectators do not understand 


anything has happened. Oilier baiters 
have bad two balls called many times; 
nnd It looks the same to the spectator 
who Is beyond the mysterious "break" 
sphere. 
In two inore momenta the 


players' bench' Is n madhouse, with 
twenty men shouting, screaming, or- 
dering; moving. "Three balls!" nnd a 
madman rushes out to the "deck1." 
"Four balls!" and the spectators join 
the players In the demonstration. Tlie 
madness Is. spreading. Crack—n base 
hit, n-bun't, a wild throw; another 
base bit, screams, shouts, Impreca- 
tions, a roar of frantic applause, n 
final long fly. The manager reaches 
for bis glove, spits into it nnd says 
quietly, "Four runs—we've got -'em." 
The "break" is over; and the,players', 
bench is again, the quietest part-of 
the grounds.

lu the early spring of 1818 occurred 


a natural phenomenon su sirangu, MI 
sudden aud so stupendous that the old- 
er iuhabitauts of uesleru New,York 
Eiill i-peak of it with awe and wonder.. 
'I'his phenomenon 
waa nothing else 


thin tbe ruuulug dry of Niagara fulls, 
'i'he story la seldom recounted now, 
Lul It wa» a nlue days' wonder for the' 
whole r.'ouulry when it appeared in 
the newspapers. For the first lime hi 
hisiory Ihe roar of the grandest cats- 
racl" lu Ameucjn wau bushed. 


I PI the early morning of March 31, 


1818, people living In the viciully of 
the full* weie awakened by a peculiar 
hush, us stalling in Its suddeuueas 
and inleusily aa Ihe mosl thunderous 
explosion could have been. 
Many 


dietsed and hastened outdoors, urged 
by a conviction thai couielhiug appall- 
ing had happened or was about to 
happen. Some thought the end of 
the world was al baud. Others Imag- 
ined that they' had grown suddeuly 
deaf. Still others thought that the 
hush preceding a lerrlflo hurrlcaue had 
fallen upou Ihe air. All wtre oppress- 
ed with a feeling of profound awe and 
dread. 


It waa soon discovered, however, 


that the ces^allou of Ihe roar of the 
falls was Ihe sole cause of this common 
panic. 
Aa 
Iho dim light of early 


morning grew 
stronger Ihe people 


were able to see the almost bare preci- 
pice of the falls, over which but a 
uliorl lime before thousands- of tons of 
waler had beeu pouring. Only here 
'aud there small slreams,- constantly 
growing smaller, now trickled dqwu 
the face of the towering wall. 
Above 


the falls; iusiead of the ruabiug, foam- 
lug river, only a linked channel, elud- 
ed with black aud jagged rocks, ap- 
ptared. The bed of tbe river was prac- 
tically exposed from shore to shore, ex- 
cept for small alreama. like mountain 
brooks, ruuulug alowly lo the verge of 
the precipice. 
The spectators could 


hardly believe their eyes. 


Some remaikable .feals were per- 


formed on that uuy'svhen Niagara' rau 
dry. 
People walked from the Canadi- 


an side of tbe river, along thetdge of 
the frightful precipice, utarly aa fur as 
Gout Island ou the American side .and 
never even wet Ihelr feet. Some went 
exploring lu the river bed above the 
falls and discovered a number ofau- 
cieul gnu barrels, losl probably by 
sportsmen'up the river In loug gone 
days aud still after tbe rolling away of 
their stocka slowly forced down stream 
bv the''current.' Caves and curious 
formaliona iu Ibe rocka were discov- 
ered, the existence of which had never 
beeu suspected before. 
. All that day, March 31,1»18, Niagara 
falls remained dry, and people who re- 
mained up uulil lale'at ulght, expect- 
ing to see a change, went to bed with- 
out witnessing Jl. But iu Ihe earlv 
morning of'April 1 the familiar thuu- 
der of the great cataract waa once more 
heard, aud every oue kuew that the 
myalerlously draiued river bed was 
agaiu pouring ils flood over the falls. 
' Now for the explanation of 
thia 


atrauge phenomenon. It proved to be, 
after all, very simple. The winter of 
1847 and 1818 had beeu one of extreme 
severity. lea of such thickness had 
never been known aa formed on Lake 
Erie that season. . When Ihe break-up 
came, toward- tbo end of March, a 
strong northeast wind was blowing, 
which piled the great fields of Ice iu 
floes aud'then in. hanks as high as 
miniature Icebergs. Toward night ou 
March 80 tbe wind suddenly changed 
to lueopposilo direction and increased 
to a terrific gale, which hurled back 
the piled up Ice and drove It Into tho 
entrance .of Niagara river with such 
force thai a huge add almost impene- 
trable dam waa formed. For a whole 
day the source of the river waa stopped 
up, and the' stream wus,druined'uf ita 
supply.' -By Iho morning of.tho'Slsl 
the river was practically dry, and |hus 
for tweuty-four 
hours the roar 
of 


Niagara falls waa alllled. Then lu the 
early'inorntug of April 1 the Ice pack 
gave wuy under the tremendous pres-
